* There have been houio famous ki.sa- 
eti in history, and hoiuc that have bocii 
iinportaut iu ahiipiug pohtical ovoutn. 
As inatancos: — When the Cardiniil 
John of Lorraine was presented to tlie 
Duchess of Savoy she gavo him hor 
hand to kiss. Tlio ^n-eat oliurchmiui 
■\Yas indignant-, "1 11 not be treated in 
this manner," said he; "I kiss the 
Queen, my mistress, and shall I not 
kiss you, who are only a Diiclioss V" 
and despite the resistance of the proud 
little Portuguese Fruicess, ho kissed 
lier throe times squarely iutlio ni-tuth. 
Voltaire was ones publicly kissed by 

L the young and lovely Countess de Vil- 
tars, ytho was compelled to this salute 

',. by the claquers in the pit, who were 
mad with enthusiasm over the great 
writer. Georpiana, Duchess of Dev- 
onshire, gave Steel, a butcher, a kiss 
for a vote, and another lady, equally 
beautiful, Jane, Duchess of Gordon, 
recruited a regiment iu a Hiiuilar man- 
ner. She was in the habit of putting 
a shilling between lior teeth, iho sum 
usually handed to recruits to bind the 
bargain, and inviting any man who 
filled the physical requirements of a 
soldier to take the silver from its 
place and become one of the famous 
Ninety-second. Said Daniel O'Counel, 
in. securing votes for his favorite can- 
didates, "Let no woman salute the 
man who votes against them." Of 
course he carried the day. The por- 
trait painter, Gilbert Stuart, once mot 
a lady it Boston, who said to him, 

* "I have just seen your likeness, Mr. 
Stuart, and kissed it because it was so 
.•nuch like you." And did it kiss you 
jn return ?" said he. "No," replied 
the lady. "Then," returned the gal- 
lant painter, "it was not like mo." 

Executions are not frequent in Italy, 
and when the sentence of death is car- 
ried out thereitmay be taken for gran- 
ted the culprit has committed crimes 
of unuisual atrocity. Frederick Aliano 
was recently sentenced to death after 
having been found guilty upon 50 
counts. Those counts comprise 1'2 wil- 
ful murders, 7 cases of man slaughter, 
4 attempted murders, ID of wounding 
and capturing people for the purpose 
of ransoming them, 'd of highway rob- 
bery with violence, and 1 of rape. 
Aliano, who had hud a quarrel with one 
of his neighbours, lodg.d a couple of 
''alls in hirt body one day in the pres- 
• pe of several people, and took to the 
ntains whore he joined a band of 
y''"->d8, who were driving a very pro.s- 
fortui^.^^l^ A peasant and his wife 
' "^^^ used to harbour the goods 
ha.V;u these brigands had to dispose of, 
Aliano came to their cottage one night 
and put them both to death, being with 
groat ditliculty restrained by one of his 
comrades from gouging -out the eyes 
of their children. X few years aftei- 
wards, Aliaii>), suspectinc that one of 
(b >.is friends had been killed by a peas- 
.. it called Di Nola, avenged himself 
l&y Btahbing his wife and whooting her 
sister. Not content with this, he 
returned to Di N'ola's cottage a few 
days later, and nuirderod his daughter 
t in-law and two of his grandchildren. 
On returning from there he met his 
own uncle, whom ho suspected, 
of beitig in communication with the 
nolico, 80 he took the opportunity of 
abbing him, his wife, and a child 
o was walking with thotn. lie then 
nt.tO^iUeir cottage, murdered anoth- 
er jf their children and severely in- 
od the three others by pouring 
^ ?^'»liug water over thera. Thus he 
Al murdered seven people and 
■■uiided three iu one day, A month 
.uter ho captured a wealthy merchant, 
and not receiving the ransom demand- 
ed in due time, cut off first his ears 
and th'Su his hand. So ferocious was 
he that two of hii; comrudos renion- 
Htrated with him; but the only result 
was that ho shot them both. It was 
only last autumn that Aliano was cap- 
tured, and, .so strong is the feeling 
agaiubt capital punishment in Italy, 
it seemed doubtful a month ago 
whether he would lie sent to the scaf- 
fold. Fortunately the King refused 
to exercise his prerogative of ])ardoii, 
and Aliano was executed at i'otonza a 
week ago. It ifi stated, in reference 
to capital executions in Italy, that the 
cost varies very much ac(!iirding to 
the district in which tiiey take place. 
In some parts of the kingdom huugiiig 
in the mode roHorti.'d to, wliiln in oth- 
ers the guillotine is used, but iu both 
^ caseif'ezecQtions always take place m 
private.— ''Pall Mall Garette," Aug.
